EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .31 2.

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Thomas Roland on December 14, 201 1 

The application has been amended as follows: 

In claim 2, line 1 , "the" has been substituted by -The-. 

In claim 9, line 7, "preferably C1-C10," has been deleted. 

In claim 9, lines 9-10, "such as benzyl or C1-C30 saturated cyclic aryl(phenyl 
groups," has been deleted. 

In claim 9, lines 12, "possibly" has been deleted. 

In claim 8, line 1 , "A fluoropolymer onto which" has been substituted by -A 
fluoropolymer as claimed in claim 1 , onto which-. 

Election/Restrictions 

Claims 1 , 2, 4, 7-1 1 , and 13 are directed to an allowable method of making a 
fluoropolymer. Pursuant to the procedures set forth in MPEP § 821 .04(B), claims 14-20 
and 24-27, directed to a structure (i.e. product) comprising the allowable method, and 
claims 28, 29, 32-34, 37, and 38, directed to the fluoropolymer made by the allowable 
method, previously withdrawn from consideration as a result of a restriction 
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requirement, are hereby rejoined and fully examined for patentability under 37 CFR 
1.104. 

Because all claims previously withdrawn from consideration under 37 CFR 1 .142 
have been rejoined, the restriction requirement as set forth in the Office action 
mailed on June 20, 2008 is hereby withdrawn. In view of the withdrawal of the 
restriction requirement as to the rejoined inventions, applicant(s) are advised that if any 
claim presented in a continuation or divisional application is anticipated by, or includes 
all the limitations of, a claim that is allowable in the present application, such claim may 
be subject to provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory double patenting rejections over 
the claims of the instant application. Once the restriction requirement is withdrawn, the 
provisions of 35 U.S.C. 121 are no longer applicable. See In re Ziegler, 443 F.2d 121 1 , 
1215,1 70 USPQ 1 29, 131 -32 (CCPA 1 971 ). See also MPEP § 804.01 . 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the most 
pertinent art known by Dahl et al. (WO 90/15828), teaches radiation grafting of ETFE 
with ethyl acrylate [p16, Iine3; ex4]. ETFE resin powder (fluoropolymer) and ethyl 
acrylate (compound containing a single C=C double bond, and at least one polar 
functional group (C=0)) were heated (melt blending, instant step a) in the presence of 
2.5% Irganox® 1010 [p16, Iine5; ex4]. The resin product was filtered and dried, then 
irradiated with electrons to a total dose of 12 Mrads [p16, Iine9; ex4] (instant step c). 
The product was then washed with diisobutyl adipate (instant step d) [p1 6, linel 0-1 1 ; 
ex4]. Dahl et al. teaches the fluoropolymers can be used in admixtures or compositions 
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with various additives, such as antioxidants (Iraganox® 1010) and stabilizers [p13, 
line37-39]. 

Dahl et al. fails to teach wherein said stabilizer is at least one graftable metal salt, 
as required by claim 1 , and fails to teach radiation grafting onto PDVF (polyvinylidene 
fluoride). Dahl et al. does not contain sufficient suggestion, teaching, or motivation that 
would lead us from the method of grafting a compound onto EFTE, to the specific 
claimed method of grafting a compound and a metal salt stabilizer onto PDVF, as 
claimed by the instant application. Such a reconstruction of the claims would be based 
on impermissible hindsight. 

The Examiner notes, for clarification purposes, that in claim 1 , line 1 1 , "where Q 
denotes an optionally substituted" means that the "Q" is a groups (as required by the 
instant claim) that is substituted or not, not that "Q" itself is optional.
